ICE JAM ON THE RIVER 


‘On ‘Sunday afternoon the fice in the 
Red Deer miver seemed to be moving 
out smoothly, but towards nighlifali a 
jam took place a few miles below the 
city, and the ice quickly packed up in 
great quantities. .| The Waskasoo 
Creek, which had been flowing freely 
during the day was ‘choked by the ice 
fonced in from the river and rose high 
over its ‘banks, flooding the flower 
‘ground along tts course. Mr. A. T. 
Sbephenson’s lawn was covered with 
water, and ice and water stood high 
amongst the trees between the road 
bridge leading to the Children’s Hos- 
pital and the mouth of the Creek. The 
river came over its banks both above 
‘and below the iC.N.R. bridge, and wat- 
er stood along the railway embank- 
ment carrying the Tine out of town to 
the north. The lice pack reached the 
line of the trees in Gaetz Park. 

Both "the C'P.R. and C.N.R. sent par- 
ties down the river some three mites 
on Monday with a view to breaking 
the jam by blasting from either side 
of the river, but up till Tuesday morn- 
ing they had produced no result. The 
O,P.R. have got a piledriver and piles 
inifreadiness tin case their bridge shows 
8f of needing reinforcement against 
the ice, but it has not had to be 
brought into mse so far, and trains on 
both lines crossed the bridges as 
usual. BDarly on Tuesday morning the 
river was a few inches higher Ithan on 
Monday, but otherwise the situation 
was unchanged. 

Large numbers of people went down 
during the day to watch the jam which 
made a. fine if rather ominous sight. 
About ten o’clock on Tuesday morning 
tthe ice began to move. The water in 
Waskasoo Creek fell very rapidly, as 
much as 8 feet in ‘a few minutes. 

By 10.15 the river was ‘clear again, 
andthe water rapidly fell to a level at 
which all danger ceased to exist. Not 
a litte credit is due to Mr. Fox and Mr. 
Tripp of tthe CLP.R. for the active steps 
which they took‘ in anticipation of 
danger from the ice. It is obvious that 
the new C.PJR. divisional superinten- 
dent is not going to allow the elemen's 
to catch the ‘Company napping again. 
The ON.R. officials were also thor- 
oughly on the spot, and we believe it

RED DEER MUNICIPAL 
HOSPITAL’ 


The Hospital Board ‘held its regular 
meeting on 6th inst. and inspected the 
hospital and decided on some improve- 
ments. Tenders are being calied for 
for painiting and kalsomining some of 
the wards and the front verandah is 
to be repaired and probably painted 
The Minister of Health is to be re 
quested to permit Mr. Gilchrist or 
Alex. Paton to make a plan for per- 
manent improvement of the grounds. 
the Board feeling that a plan of im- 
provement should be made first and 
then improvements made from time to 
time to conform to the permanent 
plan.

The ‘Secretary reported that in 1924 
there were ‘232 hospital supporters, 
and in 1925 this was increased to 345, 
very few ;people living in Red Deer 
with families failing to take advan- 
tage of the insurance scheme. 

The Secretary presented the finan- 
cial report showing an increase of 
cash receipts of $149.76 over the same 
period in 1924 and a decrease in cash 
expenditures of $201.60 or an imprave- 
ment of $441.36. The financial condi- 
tion of the hospital is ahsolutely 
sound. ; 

A great deal of correspondence was 
attended to and instructions given re- 
garding collection of unpaid acounts. 

A remarkable showing is the fact 
that with 110 patients admitted, some 
of them very serious cases, there have 
been no deaths of patients. The sex 
retary further reported that by an 
amendment to the Act municinalities 
wishing to be taken in to the Hospital 
districts may come in on a majority 
vote. In the past a two-third major. 
ity has been required. The Municipal 
District of Pine Lake, at the last vote 
taken, had a majority in favor of com- 
ing in. The Village of Penhold is con- 
sidering taking a vote on tcoming in 
also.

THE CITY AND THE - 
“WESTERN GENERAL 
ELECTRIC COMPANY 


The News is indebted to the cour- 
tesy of Mayor Johns for the material 
for the following report of the pro- 
ceedings before the Municipal Law 
Committee of the Legislature at Dd- 
monton. Acting on the 'printciple that 
in a controversial question of public 
interest, both parties should have an 
opportunity of putting their views 
before the public, The News has _ in- 
vited Mr. W. A. Moore to contribu'te 
to its columns a statement of the Com. 
pany’s viewpoint if he so wishes. 

The City was represented at the 
hearing by Mr. W, BE. Payne, K.C., 
with whom were Mayor Johns and the 
City Commissioner, Mr. A. T. Stephen- 
son. Mr. Payne presented the case 
for the City ably and exhaustively. 
He recited the history of the case 
from its beginning in 11903,and showed 
how the various contracts between 
the parties concerned had been even- 
tually ratified by the Provincial Legis- 
lature in 1908 He referred to the 
evidence given before the Board of 
Public Utilities in January in Red 
Deer to show that the legislation rati- 
fying the agreements had ‘been passed 
against the wishes of the Town Coun- 
cil present at the Legislative'’s sitting. 

With respect to ‘the City’s offer to 
purchase the (Company's plant at the 
valuation put on it by the Public Utili- 
ties Commission, Mr. Payne protested 
against any value being placed on a 
franchise alleged to have heen wrong 
fully obtained and expiring, in any 
case, in 1928, and stated also the 
City’s objection to taking over book 
debts of the Company or any real es- 
tate outside of ‘its actual needs. He 
dealt ‘with the question of the new 
boilers ‘and submitted that the City 
should not be asked to take over the 
Company's liability in respect of them, 
especially as they are not a part of 
the existing plant. 

The Mayor in ‘his evidence particu- 
larly stressed the fact that he repre- 
sented the large majority of the pres- 
ent citizens who hhad come to lve in 
the city since the agreements men- 
tioned were made and could not be 
aecused of any personal antagonism. 
He protested against the City having 
to take over the new boilers, in case 
of a purchase, on account of the big 
difference that would be made in the 
purchase price, He pointed out that 
instead of the purchase price being 
around $60.000.00, it would probably 
amount to $90.000.00 if the boilers ‘had 
to be taken over, and that this would 
be enough, in his opinion. to cause the 
defeat of the pronosal by the rate- 
payers. The possibility of hydro de- 
velopment in the near future was a 
very important consideration and in 
the event of it becoming an accom- 
plished fact the City would have an 
investment of $35,000.00 that would be 
wasted money. 

On behalf of the Company, Mr. 
Ford, K-C., nointed out that the evi- 
dence submitted to the Board of Pub- 
lic Utitities shewed that the Town 
Council of 1906 knew and approved of 
the request to the Legislature that 
the existing agreement be ratified. He 
agreed that the franchise ‘had ‘little 
value, if any, and said that the Com 
pany ‘was prepared to waive the stat- 
utory notice which dt could demand 
would arbitrate at once, and would 
not ask the ‘City to take over and pay 
for any land except that on which the 
power house was placed. Mr. Moore 
supplemented Mr. Ford’s remarks as 
to the book debts by saying that the 
Company would itself keep and col- 
lect them if the City did not ‘want to 
take them over. 

The question of the boilers was the 
only one on which there was a really 
serious difference between the parties, 
Mr. Ford stated that the Company 
would have installed the boilers Tast 
year if the Board of Public Utilities 
had not by its action stopped them 
from doing so. 

Finallv it was decided by the Com- 
mittee to ask Judge Carpenter. Chair- 
man of the Roard of Public Utilities. 
to‘act as a “Conciliation Beard” to try 
to assist the partics to come to an 
agreement, Tf ‘he fails in that respect, 
he will report aceordingly to the 'Leg- 
islature next year.

ADDITIONAL WOR ews eee SUMMARY OF EVENTS 


OF THE PAST WEEK 


CANADA 


In the Dominion Parliament at 
Ottawa in ‘the past week little of much 
importance occurred. The Prime Min- 
ister, Mr. McKenzie King, stated in 
answer to a question that no date had 
yet been fixed for a general election, 
but the message sent by Dr. Forke, 
leader of the Progressives, to some of 
his party in the West, shows that the 
general opinion is that en election is 
likely to come this year. 

Colonel Logan, one of the Canadian 
trade delegates who took ‘part in the 
Conference with the British West In- 
dies as to trading agreements, urged 
in the House of Commons the desira- 
bility of losing no chance of develop- 
ing the trade between the two parts 
of the Empire, which might offer con- 
siderable benefits to one another, 

There seems to be a possibility that 
the Dominion Government may put 
forward an extensive scheme of rurat 
credits, possibly along the lines sug- 
gested by Dr. Tory of the Univeraity 
of Alberta. This should be of benefit 
to the Western farmers at any rate, 

The arrival is reported of several 
more large parties of immigrants from 
Great Britain under the government- 
aided scheme, and all the indications 
point ‘o a steady increase in the vol- 
ume of immigration from Great Brit- 
ain. Auv‘ralia too seems to be inclin- 
ing towards making a great effort to 
set British settlers, but, other ‘things 
-being cqual, Canada will always have 
an advertage over Australia in get- 
ting such immigrants because of the 
much shorter distance between the 
old and the new homes in Canada than 
in Australia. 

The price of wheat continued to fall 
until it reached $1.36, but at the end 
of the week fit rose again to $1.44. On 
the stock market generally prices fell. 
GPR. stock, which was 151 at the end 
of February, reached 137 last week, 
but rose to 141 at the end of ‘the week, 

The Nova Scotia coal strike and 
that in Alberta have given rise to 
rather heated discussion both in and 
out of Parliament. There is certainly 
distress among the miners and _ their 
families, butithe public is mot satisfied 
as ‘to the justification for the strike, 
and is unwilling to see public money 
used to support men who may ‘7os- 
sibly be idle merely because they have 
been demanding unreasonably high 
wages. Without full information as 
to the facts on both sides it is impos- 
sible to estimate accurately the mer- 
its of the question. 

The Premier of Alberta, Mr. Green- 
field, and (Mr. Ross, Minister of Public 
Works, interviewed a deputation from 
the unemployed jn Southern Alberta, 
who demanded among other ‘things 
work for all or payment at trade union 
rates and a public appropriation of 
500,000.00 for relief. The minister 
refused the demands, though a certain 
amount of relief is being given. Mr. 
Ross pointed out that some of the de- 
mands were merely stupid, and that 
it was out of the question to demand 
public support for men who refused to 
accept farm work when it was offered 
them. The Calgary City Council also 
refused to admit the responsibility of 
the city to find work or give mainten- 
ance for all who needed it, and the 
city authorities are looking closely in- 
to the question of bogus unemploy- 
ment, which is suspected to exist to 
some extent anyhow. 

In the Alberta Legislature a reso 
lution was passed to ‘discontinue the 
use of Government House at Edmon- 
ton as the official residence of ‘the 
Lieutenant-Governor, and to try to 
sell it or use it for other purposes. 
This was done on the score of econ- 
omy, but ‘the Legislature refused to 
approve of resolution to reduce the 
number of members or the amount of 
their indemnities. 

Mr. Justice Walsh, who has been 
holding an enquiry into the conditions 
existing at the provincial prison in 
Lethbridge, gave his report that these 
were on the shole satisfactory, but 
that there was grave reason to [find 
fault with the manner in which pris- 
oners in the isolated cell had been 
treated. Mr. ‘Ross, Minister of Public 
Works. promised in the Legislature 
that the prison arrangements would 
he re-organized and any necessary 
disciplinary steps taken. 

A bill to allow cities to give indus- 
trial concerns a fixed assessment for 
20 years in respect of improvements 
only, passed its second reading in the 
Alberta Legislature by 29 votes to 16. 
The division was on non-party lines, 
and Mr. Hondley, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, strongly opposed it while the 
Attorney-General supported it. 

It was announced that Faton’s are 
to open branches in both Calgary and 
Edmonton, at present for groceries 
and mail order business only. 

There js to be a special session of 
the Alberta Legislature later in the 
year to deal with railwav questions, 
which means that there will certainly 
he no vrovincial election for the pres- 
ent. There seems to be no reason why 
there should be such an election until 
next vear. 

Both the St. Lawrence and the 
Assiniboine rivers have been in high 
flood as the result of the melting of 
the heavy snow of this winter. 


BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


A bad mining disaster took placa 
last week in ‘the Newcastle distnict. 
40 men it is feared having lost their 
lives. 

The Lahovr Party in Britain {s still 
divided on the question of extreme 
measures, Proposals for a capita! 
levy and confiscatory legislation are 
still being put forward by some ser. 
tions of the Party, and resisted as 
unwise and unpractical hy other sec: 
tions. Still further disagreement ‘has 
heen caused by the pronosed coming 
of a large trade delegation from Rus- 
sia to Britain, the British extremists 
wishing to have a conference with 
fhe delegation, while the moderate 
men prefer to have no dealings with 
Russiq under present conditions, 
Iudging hv the last British election 
the Labour Party has not much 
chance nf real success until it gets rid 
of or ‘curbs its extremists. who are 
merely hurting the Party in the eyes

From the outbreak of the Great War 
in 1914 the Balkans and the Bastern 
Mediterranean were the scene of in- 


volved and obscure intrigues, diplo- 
matic and political, and of  isolat- 
ed military or naval exploits little 


known to the public. The dubious 
position of Greece, which for long kept 
up a nominal and precarious neutral- 
ity, and ‘when she did enter the war, 
did so half unwillingly, made ‘that 
country a battle-ground of contending 
factions and of agents of tthe rival 
powers. Under such conditions the 
secret services of both sides ‘had high- 
ly favourable opportunities for ‘their 
particular mode of action. 

As all will remember, in 1917 the 
Allies expelled King Constantine of 
Greece, who was entirely pro-German 
in his sympathies and actions. Veni!- 
zelog, who was then at Salonika at the 
head of a revolutionary Greek govern- 
ment, returned to Athens as prime 
minister, and Alexander, Constan- 
tine’s second son, was made king with 
little or no real power. Venizelos, 
backed by the forces of the pas 
the 
absoute ruler of Greece. 

The position which then came into 
existence bore a certain resemblamce 
to the state of affairs in England after 
the expulsion of the Stuart kings in 
1688, A large number of people of all 
classes was in sympathy with the exil- 
ed king, amd the government had to 
be constantly on the alert to detect 
and guard against conspiracies in his 
favour. Many of the leading men in 
the country kept a foot in each camp, 
giving a nominal adherence to the 
government in Athens, but carrying on 
through various subterranean 
nels a correspondence with the exiled 
king in Switzerland. One of the 
measures taken by the government to 
suppress sympathy with Constantine 


‘king. Equally naturally the govern- 
ment agents sought to find any such 
portraits as being conclusive proof of 
their possessor’s treachery, and a 
ground for their denunciation and 
punishment. 

At this period there was ‘stationed 
in Athens a British officer whom we 
may call Jones, and whose duties in- 
cluded those of intelligence. ‘He held 
the rank of captain. His original regi- 
ment is of no importance. He spoke 
and read modern Greek well. Also ‘he 
was young, unmarried, and fond of 
tennis and other sports. Tennis is 
‘one of the favourite games of the 
-Greeks, and in the course of time 
‘Jones met at a tennis party a certain 
Mile. Eustasia Stavriotis, a Greek girl. 
She ‘was exceedingly pretty, dark, as 
almost all Greek girls are, with feat- 
ures much more nearly approaching to 
those of the old classical type than 
are possessed by the average modern 
Greek girl. She played tennis well, 
was a cheerful sort of person, and ap- 
parently disposed to be friendly to 
Jones, Altogether she was distinctly 
attractive, and beween her and Jones 
there sprang up a friendship. Greek 
convention does not allow unmarried 
girls anything like the liberty enjoyed 
by British or American girls, but he 
managed to see a good deal of her, 
made the acquaintance of her family 
and occasionally spent an evening at 
her home, where he found that she 
added considerable talent in music 
to her other attractions. Her father 
was that common Athenian type, a 
man who had made money aS an own- 
er of small ships trading in the Levant, 
and had retired to live quietly but 
comfortably in Athens, where ‘he spent 
most of ‘his time sitting in front of 
cafes, drinking small cups of thick 
Turkish coffee and talking endless 
politics ‘with his friends.

officer with the Greek army in the 
north of Greece. As far as any cou 
versation went the family was entire- 
ly Venizelist in its sympathies, but 
not apparently violently partisan, Old 
Stavriotis used to deplore the divis- 
fons in Greece and hope for the time 
when peace would be restored. He 
was bitter in his references to the 
Turks, but hardly referred to the 
other combatant nations in any way, 
and he never asked Jones any ques- 
fons which could be regarded as in 
the least unduly inquisitive. 

The fair Eustasia was somewhat dif- 
ferent. She professed a keen interest 
in military matters, and at the same 
time revealed an abysmal ignorance 
regarding them, which caused Jones 
considerable amusement, and also 
tended to flatter him as indicating 
that -her interest in such things was a 
newly-created and mainly personal 
affair. She would ask him how things 
were going on the Salonika front, what 
chances there were of the Allies mak- 
ing use of the Greek army in an at- 
tack on the Bulgarian front, and so on. 
Anxiety for her soldier brother showed 
itself in such questioning and made it 
appear quite natural. The answers 
which Jones gave to her questions 
were determined by two factors— 
first, that he was by no means so fas- 
cinated by Dustasia as to forget for a 
moment that no military information 
could be considered so unimportant as 
to justify its being divulged in casual 
conversation with anyone outside the 
ranks of intimate and official ac- 
quaintance; and second, thatin point 
of fact he knew practically nothing 
about the Salonika or any other 
front. His duty was political intell- 
gence in Athens and the interior of 
Greece.

‘| Stavriotis might have been published 


in all the Greek newspapers without 
harming ‘the Allied cause.

Then he gathered up all the 
papers, glancing at them only for a 
moment but in that glance he saw on 
one of them the name of tthe notorious 
German agent Streit.

Her 
anxiety for her brother and her ignor- 
ance on military matters were both a 
mask for ‘her efforts in this direction. 
The fact that she had completely fail- 
ed to get any information was the sub- 
ject of caustic remarks in ‘her father's 
correspondence. : 

The evidence was damning beyond 
dispute, and within a week the Stav- 
riotis family, including the son, now 
no longer a Greek officer and fortu- 
nate tto hlave escaped a firing party, 
had joined one of the parties of 
wretched and bickering royalists im- 
prisoned throughout the banren and 
rocky islands of tthe Aegean. 

Jones never saw Mlle. Bustasta 
again, buthe kept her mirror and the 
electric light-globe as souvenirs of the 
war, which have about them still a 
suggestion of romantic sentiment and 
a tinge of regret.

Edmonton sales ‘also lower’ with 
long haul hogs at $1250 and other 
loads as low as $12, off cars; bacon 
hogs usual premium of 10 per cent. 


Sheep— 

Not many butcher sheep coming at 
Calgary and lambs around $14; year- 
lings $13 and fat ewes $9, would prob- 
ably be around top prices; breeding 
ewes, each $14 to $16. 

Edmonton quotations nominal, as 
receipts very light; ‘choice lambs, $13 
to $14; yearlings, $12 to $13; fat ewes, 
$6 to $10. 

Grain— 

Another smash in prices during the 
week and tthe tone of the trade is poor. 
More favorable reports of the Ameri- 
can winter wheat crop and a willing- 
ness on the part of other producing 
nations to sell, has changed the 
tone ofthe market. Where it is going 
from here—nobody knows. 

Work on the land started at a few 
points in the south this week. 


Butter—Butterfat—Cheese— 

‘Cream—Not much increase in pro- 
duction yet, though :creameries report 
some improvement in south; volume 
will be governed by weather, Cream- 
ery Butter—Car lots, basis specials, 
Alberta points, around 33%4c to 34ce; 
prints and cartons unchanged: mar. 
ket looks steady while production 
down to present volume. Dairy But- 
ter—Receipts very light and not 
much expected from country points 
for another month. ‘'Oheese—Western 
supply well cleaned up, and eastern 
stock will have to be brought in until 
factories going again. 
Eees—Poultry— 

Eges—Another nickel has been lop- 
ped off practically all egg grades by 
the Calgary trade, making ‘the basis 
for extras 22c and down to 17c on 
seconds; Edmonton still at 23c, but 
likely to reduce; Lethbridge may be 
expected to get in Hine also, though 
they were higher. Dealers say present 
prices are too high for shipping east. 
or for storage; that ‘would indicate a 
still greater reduction. Poultry— 
Spring indifference shown in trade 
and prices unchanged. 

Potatoes— 

With local shipments still light Cal- 
gary trade quotes buying prices $38 to! 
$40 on A grade Alhertas; P. E. I. po- 
‘tatoes still coming in and quoted $43 
to $44. 

Hay— 

Bad trails reported in many dis- 
tricts where there is surplus hay and 
prices unchanged, with demand only 
moderate; some feed will be required 
for spring seeding, but not likely 
enough to cause any flurry. 

Hides— 

Market tone still bad and though no 
cut in list, there is difficulty In mak- 
ing sales of present stocks. 

Furs— 

(Montreal auction this week will set 
prices for any of the late packs which 
come on the market; some of the 
furs taken now are practically worth-

’ Copper Carbonate Dust:Two: ounces 
of finely divided copper carbonate . is 
used per. bushel. of_seed. The seed 
and dust are put into a barrel and the 
open end covered’ by tying a piece of 
canvas ora sack over it. The barrel 
is then rolled around on the floor until 
the dust.has been thoroughly dis- 
tributed over. the seed. This treat- 
ment can be done at any time prior to 
sowing. 

Hot Water Treatment: This ig a 
difficult:treatment unless there fs live 
steam used,in the dairy on the farm, 
or unless there is a cheese factory 
nearby, where the treatment could ‘tbe 
done. The bags of grain are placed 
in-water and live;steam turned in until 
the. temperature ig raised to 127 de- 
grees F. Wnough steam is then run in 
to maintain a temperature of 124 de- 
grees to 127 degrees for ten minutes. 
The bags are then taken out drained 
and the grain spread out to dry.

“THE POWER OF 
THE PRESS” 


‘One of the first of the spring arrtiv- 


als, usually ahead of Bluebird or Rob. 
in, is the little Tree Sparrow. He’s 
an interesting, rather retiring, ittle 
chap, but well worth getting acquaint- 
ed with. You will find him, if you 
look carefully, in company with a 
small party of friends, flitting amongst 
the willows along the roadside or near 
some slough or watercourse. 

You will know him by his bright red- 
brown cap and a dark spot in the 
centre of his breast. “Dotty, the Tree 
Sparrow,” Burgess calls him in one of 
those fascinating books of ‘his. (Ais 
is the first real spring song and you 
can often hear it in the willow at 
this season of the year. 

The notes are sweet and rather 
plaintive, and there is something 
about it which always makes me think 
of the Northern wilds, where he will 
make his summer home and rear a 
brood of little ones. 

You should also keep a look-out for 
the Junco, another of our early spring 
arrivals. Unlike the Tree Sparrows, 
Juncos stay with us all the summer 
and are amongst the most friendly 
and confiding of our bird friends. 

If the cats will give them half a 
chance, they will build a cosy nest on 
the ground under an old log or pile 
of boards or even in an old tomato 
can in the rubbish heap near the back 
garden fence. 

The dark, slate-grey upper parts 
and breast and almost white bil] will 
identify the Junco on the ground, and 
when he flies you will see the con- 
spicuous ‘white feathers on each side 
of the tail. 

A pair of field-glasses or binoculars 
are a wonderful help in tthe study of 
bird life, but one of the most import- 
ant things is to learn to keep still. 

It is surprising what deightful peeps 
one can get into the lives of the wild 
things by just simply sitting or stand- 
ing perfectly quiet in some sheltered 
corner of the garden or woods. 


THE TREATMENT OF 
GRAIN FOR SMUT 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


The smut diseases of grain are of 
considerable economic importance and 
every farmer should know ‘how to 
combat them for the sake of his own 
crops as well as those of his neigh- 
bours. The treatments which have 
been devised are comparatively simple 
and should find a place in the routine 
of every farm. The following is a 
list of the common smut diseases of 
grain crops, with the treatments for 
each. This is followed by a detailed 
description of the treatments: 

Wheat—Stinking Smut or Bunt: 
Thorough fanning of the seed grain 
will remove most of the smut balls. 
This should be followed by the  for- 
malin dip or sprinkle, which gives per- 
fect control. Copper carbonate dust is 
giving good results and is easier of 
application, but it has not been tested 
sufficiently to warrant general recom- 
mendation. 

Loose Smut: This disease cannot be 
controlled ‘by seed disinfection be- 
cause ‘the fungus spores are not car- 
ried on the surface of the seed, infec- 
tion ‘being produced by a small part of 
the fungus carried within the grain. 
Hot water treatment is the ‘only 
means of control. 

Barley—Covered Smut: Formalin 
dip or sprinkle. Loose Smut: This is 
similar to the loose smut of wheat and 
can only be controlled by the use of 
the hot water treatment, 

Oats—Smut: Use the dry formalde- 
hyde treatment, or the formalin 
sprinkle. In the case of hulless oats, 
either of these treatments causes a 
serious loss in germination of the 
seed, and copper carbonate dust 
should be employed. 

Corn—Smut: This disease is not 
transmitted {n or on the seed grain, 
but fs canried over in the sofl from one 
year to the next and spreads in ‘the 
field from infected to healthy plants, 
producing the smut “boils” on any part 
of the plant. A strict rotation, and 
az far a8 possible, the collection and 
burning of the “boils” are the only 
means of controlling its spread. 

Treatments 


Formalin Dip: Fill bags half full of 
grain. Add one pint of formalin (40% 
formaldehyde) to 40 gallons of water, 
immerse bags in the solution for ten 
minutes, moving them up and down so 
as to drive out the air bubbles.  Re- 
move the bags and allow to drain and 
then spread out the grain to dry. Be 
sure not to replace the grain in the 
bags used for the seed before treat- 
ment, but elther new bags or ones that 
have been soaked in the solution and 
dried. The solution does not lose 
strength by use. 

Formalin Sprinkle: Dilute one pint 
of formalin (40% formaldehyde) with 
40 gallons of water. Pile the grain on 
aclean floor. Sprinkle the solution on 
the grain with a broom or sprinkling 
can. Mix well by shovelling over 
When the grain is evenly wetted, plie 
it again and cover with clean bags for 
two hours, then spread it out to dry 
and put into clean -bags. Forty gal- 
long of solution is sufficient for 40 to 
50 bushels of seed. If seeding is done 
soon after the treatment, adjust the 
drill to allow a free flow of seed, or 
the stand will be too thin. 

Dry Formalin Method: Dilute one 
part of formalin (40% formaldehyde) 
with one part of water and spray this 
solution on the grain, shovelling over 
at the same time. One quart of solu- 
tion to 60 bushels of grain. Cover 
the pile with bags or blankets for five 
houra. The seed can then ba sown 


The following address was given by 
J, A. Carswell at the regular luncheon 
of the Red Deer Rotary Club, March 
30th. on “The ‘Power of the Press” 
The address wap listened to with a 
great deal of interest by the members’ 
present. 


The great question you have asked 
me to speak to you upon today, namely 
“The Power of the Press in Moulding 
Public Opinion,” is of such importance 
that I am gure in my mind that it will 
be impossible for me to do it justice. 
But, fellows, if there is anything that 
is delightful to me at this time it is to 
have the opportunity of speaking to 
you, telling you something out of my 
experience that may be useful to you, 
and I will do my best, humbly real- 
izing that it will be a poor effort at 
that. 

The press of today is one of the most 
wonderful things on the earth, when 
it is considered that practically a 
hundred years ago it did not exist. 

As a boy, I well remember the only 
magazines we could purchase were 
Harper’s Magazine, the Atlantic 
Monthly, and a few magazines of that 
nature, with a few book reviews of 
their own publications, and perhaps a 
few wood cuts. Today thousands of 
magazines of all descriptions are pub- 
lished, dealing with every imaginable 
subject. 

The papers we daily peruse and from 
which we gather a view of the whole 
world and all that has been going on 
in it, all the sciences, all the know- 
ledge, all the achievements, all the 
new lights that influence the destiny 
of mankind, all that was entirely out 
of the question in those days. There 
were no mighty presses, no type- 
setting machinery, and they have been 
created by the necessity of the public 
and by the genius of a few men who 
have invented, step by step, the ma- 
chinery and the methods that are in- 
dispensable, and without which we 
could not undertake to do what we do. 

Just consider the congregation even 
the papers of Red Deer preach to each 
week. A minister of the Gospel may 
preach to five hundred, a thousand, 
but generally to a much smaller num- 
ber. The papers of this city are read 
by at least ten thousand persons every 
week, and the same thing applies in 
the big cities, where the papers are 
read daily by millions of people. A 
popular orator ina great city may have 
a thousand hearers, but the news- 
paper man is the stronger because 
throughout all the avenues of news- 
paper communication he preaches to 
so many more and his preaching js not 
on Sunday only, but on every day. He 
reiterates, he says it over and over, 
and finally the thing gets fixed in 
men's minds from the mere habit of 
saying it and hearing it, and, without 
criticising, without inquiring whether 
it is really so, the newspaper dictum 
becomes established and is taken for 
granted, whether is it so or not. 

Some of the greatest statesmen the 
world has ever known have taken the 
opportunity to write under a nom-de- 
plume to the press their ideas on dif- 
ferent subjects, realizing that, al- 
though they have their parliaments 
where their views may be, and are, 
aired, there is no medium known _ to 
mankind offering such an opportunity 
of reaching the mass of the people, 
rich and poor alike, as the press. And 
they have taken this opportunity of 
moulding public opinion to their views 
when they felt that their efforts on the 
floor of parliament would be of no 
avail. 

Now, the editor, in moulding public 
opinion, must be accurate. He must 
have the ability to know how and 
where most promptly to look for what 
he doesn't know and what he wants to 
know, and be able to tell what he 
knows and to tell it accurately, pre- 
cisely, without exaggeration, without 
prejudice, the fact just as itis, whether 
it be a report of a baseball game, or of 
a sermon, or of a lecture on electricity, 
whatever it may be, to get the thing 
exactly as it is. The man who can do 
that is a great power behind the press. 

From what was many years ago re- 
gurded, and with some reason, as the 
license of the public press, has grown 
up the well defined duty of reputable 
journalism to maintain with dignity 
and firmness its mission as _ public 
censor, and in Red Deer, as in all 
other parts of our great Dominion, 
journalism is not only the great 
educator of the people, but it is the 
faithful handmaid of law and order 
and of public and private morals, It 
is today the greatest of our great 
factors in maintaining the best at- 
tributes of our civilization and _ pre- 
serving social order and the majesty 
of the law; and the duties of the 
journalists today in our great cities 
have reached a standard of dignity 
and magnitude never dreamed of half 
a century ago. 

Such is the great change that has 
taken place in the press of our country 
even in my short journalistic career of 
fifty years. The newspaper is no longer 
a luxury. From being confined to a 
few, as It was then ,the daily paper is 
in almost every home in our country, 
and the grave responsibility of journ- 
alism may be appreciated when it is 
remembered that the newspaper today 
is the greatest educator of the people 
who are to maintain our free in- 
stitutions and our loyalty to the flag 
we honor every time we gather to- 
gether. 

Widely as our schools have extended 
until they are accessible to the hum- 
blest in the land, the newspaper as an 
educator reaches vastly more people 
than all our colleges and schools of the 
Dominion. It is read by not only the 
men and women of mature years, but 
it begins its offices as teacher in the 
home circle as soon as the child be- 
comes a pupil in the school, and it is 
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t 
constantly, although imperceptibly, 
moulding the minds of millions of our 
young people of all classes, all ages 
and all conditions, and it has no! 
vacations in its work. 

As an illustration of the Power of 
the Press in moulding Public Opinion, 
I might draw your attention to China, 
that great country with a history ex- 
tending back thousands of years before 
Christ. Because they have no press to 
speak of, they are today slightly better 
than they were a thousand years ago. 
But if they ever get a press to educate 
the people or change their language so! 
they can print a message to all the 
people, then watch China grow in in- 
tellect and power. fi 

Today a million mighty presses swirl 
and boom and rumble, turning out 
hundreds of millions of papers, of 
books, of magazines, destined to feed 
the people of the earth with a message 
of good will that cannot be estimated. 
The Bible is being printed in thousands 


‘of the languages of the earth and dis- 


tributed to all nations; countless mil- 
lions today wait from early dawn until 
the twilight shadows creep over the 
everlasting hills, for the message 
handed to us by the mighty, throbbing 
heart-beats of the printing presses of 
the earth. 

And now, fellows, as the shadows 
deepen in my life, I want to say that 
I will always have a very tender spot 
in my heart for Rotary, for the past 
two years of my life have been greatly 
brightened by the thought of the warm, 
friendly greetings always extended to 
me by you all. Perhaps it may be 
that my own life work as a newspaper 
man, the underlying strata of man- 
hood that exists in everyone of us and 
which few of us ever care to expose 
to public view, agrees with the code of 
ethics laid down by Rotary, namely, 
the use of the golden rule in dealing 
with your competitor. I can say, 
truthfully, that I have never refused 
a favor that I could grant to my com- 
petitor, and our relations have been of 
the most harmonious all the years I 
have been in business. It was par- 
ticularly pleasing for me to be able to 
say this the last week of my business 
career, because on April 1 my business 
passes into other hands, and my classi- 
fication {n the Red Deer Rotary Club 
comes to an end, which I regret very 
much.

_ FARMING NOTES 


‘Mr. Ralph Patterson, of the Central 
Alberta Co.operative Company, §at- 
tended at Edmonton last week the 
meeting of the Wholesale Produce 
Company of Alberta, which was called 
to meet Mr. Brown, the Dominion 
Poultry Commissioner from Ottawa. to 
discuss the egg regulations. Mr. 
Brown stated at the meeting that the 
Dominion Government is going to en- 
force the Act providing for the buying 
and selling of all eggs on a_ graded 
basis. ‘Six inspectors are to be ap- 
pointed for Alberta, of whom two are 
to deal with the south of the province 
with headquarters at Calgary, three 
with the northern territory with head- 
quarters at Edmonton, and one with 
Central Alberta. 


The market for hogs looks like being 
slightly lower. Spokane and Seattle 
buyers are now off the market, while 
the fall in the price of grain a!so tends 
to reduce the price of hogs. 


The Central Alberta Co-Operative 
Co. are going to pay Calgary prices 
for eggs this season, and are going to 
take in a larger territory extending as 
far north as Ponoka, 


There is as yet not much demand for 
farm workers, the season not being far | 
enough advanced. The snow is going} 
slowly off the land, and there will be | 
a great deal of water to be absorbed 
before work can be begun generally. 
It will probably be three weeks before 
much spring work can be begun. 

There is still a great deal of grain | 
standing out unthreshed in the fields. 


It is doubtful if ‘it can be threshed for 


!some time yet and its quality is un- 


likely to be other than poor. Where 
this is the case it will be probably too 
late to plough tthe land except for 
summer fallow this year. 


The price of heavy horses from 1600 
Ibs. upwards is rising, as was shown 
by the prices realized at the recent 
Lacombe sale. An average of about 
$85.00 to $100.00 for such horses can 
now be got. There is a tendency alb 
over Canada and the States for busi- 


‘ness firms in the cities to get rid of 


motor trucks and go back tto heavy 
horses for haulage purposes. This 
naturally will help considerably to im- 
prove the demand for these horses. 


John Watson, of Watson & Watson, 
of Evarts, last week took two carloads 
of fat steers to the Calgary show. 


The ‘Central Alberta Co-Operative 
Company paid 6%c per Ib. for some 
fat steers last week. 


Alexander Milne and James 
Cruickshank are taking a car of stock 
to Edmcnton to the Spring Fat Stock 
Show, beginning on 18th April. ‘Ralph 
Patterscn ‘has also entered a steer 
for this show.

continued 
maintenance of the Lieutenant-Gover: | 


nothing implying even tthe smallest 
degree of disloyalty to the King and 
the Empire. Only a very insignificant 
minority in ‘Canada and the Empire as 
a whole fail to realize the outstanding 
merits of 'the British monarchial sys- 
tem with its combination of complete 
authority of the people, embodiment 
in the King of the unity of tthe State, 
his leadership in the social world of 
the Empire, and at the same time free- 
dom from the very costly and unset- 
tling presidential elections which 
most republics have to endure. 

It is not the question of monarchy 
which is at stake at all. It ig the 


; question of whether the institution of 
Lieutenant-Governor in the Canadian 


provinces has not outlived its useful- 
ness and become an expensive and at 
times slightly grotesque anachronism, 
Again there is no criticism involved 
here of the presentt Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, who is universally respected and 
popular both in his private and public 
capacity. The essential question is 
whether or not the duties of the 
Lieutenant-Governor are of so trivial 
and formal a nature that they do not 
justify tthe expense of his salary and 
attendant allowances. It is no answer 
to say that we must have a represen- 
tative of the King to act on special 
occasions. Chief Justice Harvey took 
the place of the Lieutenant-Governor 
at the opening of the present session 
of the Legislature and did so with dig- 
nity and all the necessary efficiency. 
It is, in fact, worth while considering 
whether it is not more fitting that the 
King’s representative in the province 
should always be the head of the 


King’s courts—that is, the Chief Jus-° 


tice—rather than any specially ap- 
pointed individual, 
As to the suggestion that by making 
such qa change the dignity of the 
King’s representative would be lower- 
ed, it is at least possible that the 
exact reverse would be the case, for 
the rather paltry trappings and cere- 
monial now attending the Lieutenant- 
Governor in his official appearances 
do not in the least enhance the popu- 
lar respect for the King’s position, 
especially in view of the fact that 
every one realizes the slight charac- 
ter of the duties attaching to the 
position. On the other hand, the Chief 
Justice, as head of the King’s courts 
with all their real power and essen- 
tial place in the working life of the 
community, would embody most 
effectively the idea of the King’s Gov- 
ernment. Finally, in view of the dras- 
ttic need of economy in government at 
the present time, a beginning made at 
the very top would be an_ excellent 
example. After that it might be pos- 
sible to deal with our unduly large 
and expensive Legislature, in which 
connection we call the attention of 
our readers to the distinctly original 
suggestion contained in a {fatter from 
a correspondent published today as to 
a use to be made of the Direct Legis- 
lation Act.

THE LACK OF CONSULTATION 
WITHIN THE EMPIRE 


Attention is being drawn in Great 
Britain at the present time to the 
quite unsatisfactory state of matters 
with respect to the machinery of con- 
sultation and co-operation between 


l the different states of the Empire. It 


has been definitely established beyond 
question that the Dominions have 
reached the stage of nationhood and 
can and must have complete control 
of their own affairs. At the same time 
all are agreed to maintain the British 
Empire as a sort of league of sister 
nations combining for mutual protec- 
tion and help. Yet in spite of this no 
efficient machinery exists to enable 
them to maintain anything like full 
touch with one another. Once every 
four years there is the Imperial Con- 
ference which discusses in a very 
short time the main outstanding prob- 
lems affecting the Empire. Other- 
wise communication is dependent on 
cabled and written despatches ex- 
changed between the different govern- 
ments and to a strictly limited extent 
on personal conversations between 
the representatives of the British 
Government and the Dominion Hlgh 


however worthy. | 


Commissioners whose functions, how- 
ever, are confined almost wholly to 
commercial matters. 

‘Now the world is for the moment at 
peace, but nobody who knows human 
nature, past history, and present ten- 
dencies believes for an instant that 
alk danger of war has been removed 
from the world. War is not by any 
means the only peril that the Empire 
has to face, butitis one of the great- 
est, if not the greatest. 
and other perils are to be averted, 
something better than merely occas- 
jonal haphazard or emergency consul- 
tations between the different states of 
the Empire is needed. It is almost 
certain that Great Britain is either 
going ito alter the name and w‘th it to 
some extent the method of the Colon- 
fal Department, which hitherto has 
dealt with all the overseas ‘territories 


of the Empire, or is going to create: 


a new department to deal with Dom- 
inion affairs, or even may transfer the 
conduct of those affairs to the Foreign 
Office, and treat the Dominiong as if 
they were wholly independent, closely 
allied nations. The Government of 
Australia has decided to appoint an 
official in its igh Commissioner's 
office in London specially charged to 
keep in touch with all foreign affairs 
of the Empire as a whole, and this 
would seem to be the correct policy. 
The Dominion High Commissioners 
might have their functions enlarged 
so as to deal with all possible ques- 
tiong. arising between Great Britain, 
the Dominions and foreign countries. 
They might in fact be made virtually 
ambassadors of the ‘Dominions to 
Great Britain. Something of this sort 
certainly should be done. The present 
policy of easy-going drift leads only 
| to misunderstanding and friction. It 
‘should be brought to an end.

of the mass of the British people. 

The electiong for the Parllament of 
Ulster took place at the end of the 
week and the results indicate that the 
Government will have 33 members; 
Independent Unionists 4; Labour 2; 
Nationalists 9; Republicans 8; Ten- 
ants’ Party 1. The Government have 
lost a few seatg but will have a per. 
fectly safe majority. The National- 
ists and Republicans apparently have 
decided to take their seats in the Par- 
liament which they did not do in the 
last one. Tyrone and Fermanagh, tthe 
disputed counties, are equally divided 
between Unionists and Nationalists. 

The South African Government um- 
der General Hertzog is proposing to 
abolish the British trade preference, 
and apparently has givem notice of 
this proposal? to several foreign gov- 
ernments before it allowed the Brit- 
{sh Government to know it. General 
Hertzog is the head of the Dutch Party 
in South Africa, and before he  be- 
came Premier openly advocated’ seces- 
sion from the Empire and a repablic. 
He also represents the old racial ill- 
‘will between ‘Dutch and British which 
General Smuts, Dr. Jamieson and 
others have tried to put an end to. 
Hertzog’s government is, ‘however, a 
coalition of Dutch and Labour Parties 
and the Labour Party may refuse to 
adopt an anti-British attitude, being 


composed mainly of Britishers. Fur- 
ther, the growing danger from the 
natives of ‘South Africa, who  out- 


number the whites by 4 to 1, may pre- 
vent Dutch and British from coming 
to an open breach, but this trade an- 
nouncement nevertheless is an omin- 
ous sign. 


FOREIGN 


The election for a president of the 
German Republic failed to produce 
any definite result, as no candidate 
got an absolute majority. The elec- 
tors numbered !26 miillions. Herr 
Jarres, the candidate for the National- 
ist group, headed the poll with 10 mil- 
Hon votes, Next to him came the 
Socialist candidate with 7 million 
votes. General Ludendorf, represent: 
ing the extreme military and reac- 
tionary party, got only 280,000 votes. 
There will be another election later in 
Aprit, when the candidate at the top 
of the poll becomes president, wheth- 
er he has an absolute majority or not. 
This first election indicates that on 
the whole the Nationalist Party, who 
are really monarchist and imperialist 
at heart, are the strongest in Ger- 
many, but that the Socialists, who are 
distinctly republican and opposed to 
an aggressive policy, are not very 
much weaker, and will make a strong 
fight to prevent the restoration of a 
monarchy in Germany. 

It is reported that the Turks have 
made an offer to Great Britain of a 
compromise on the question of ‘Mosul. 
This is the border district of Turkey 
and the new Arab state of Irak or 
Mesopotamia, which is under the pro- 
tection of Great Britain. Both sides 
have claimed the district and an 
arbitration commission has been tak- 
ing evidence as to the justice of the 
respective claims. The Turkish offer 
probably indicates that they know 
they have no case on the merits. 
There have been rumours of Turkish 
military concentrations on the fron- 
tier of Mosul, and if the decision goes 
against them, it is quite likely that the 
Turks will refuse to accept it. The 
British forces in Irak are mainly air 
forces, and the command of all the 
fiizhting forces in the country ig in 
the hamds of an Air Service officer. 

Mr. Austen ‘Chamberlain, British 
Foreign Minister, stated in the British 
House of Commons that Germany had 
promised to respect the present terri- 
torial arrangements in Europe, and 
was willing to enter into an  agree- 
ment with Britain, France and other 
Powers to promote a general feeling 
of security. Tt is reported that after 
the debate the German ambassador in 
London, who had heard it. went to Mr. 
Chamberlain and stated that Germany 
was not in the least willing to guar- 
antee the Polish frontier arrange- 
ments. Mr. Chamberlain then insist- 
ed that Dr. Stresseman, the German 
Foreign Minister, should repeat his 
promises in that respect. It {s almost 
certain that Germany will not, unless 
she is forced to do so, allow Poland to 
keep the old Polish territory taken 
back by her from Germany after the 
war, and diplomatic promises are not 
likely to be of much value whoever 
makes them. 

It seems almost certain that the 
Radical Socialist Government of 
France. under M. Herriot. is going to 
fall. The main cause of the coming 
fall is finance. France is on the edge 
of bankruptcy as a Tesult of over- 
spending, failure to tax her own peo- 
ple adequately, and the non-receipt of 
reparations from Germany. _ It looks 
as if there is real danger of a finan- 
cial collapse in France not unlike that 
of Germany, in which case there may 
be also danger of a change in the 
whole form of the French Govern- 
ment. 

The Russian Soviet Government has 
announced that private trading is 
again to be allowed in Russia to 
some extent at least. This means that 
the whole system of communism in- 
troduced by Lenin has failed, and that 
Lenin's successors realize that unless 
they give it up, they will have to face 
a rising amongst all classes, which 
wilh destroy the Soviet Government 
altogether. 

Lord Balfour presided at the open- 
ing of a new Jewish university in 
Palestine. Elaborate military pre- 
cautions were taken to prevent any 
interference by the Arabs, who greatly 
outnumber the Jews in Palestine, and 
are very jealous of and hostile to 
them. If it were not for the British 
military support, there is little doubt 
that the Arabs would attackthe Jews in 
Palestine, and kill or drive most of 
them out of the country. Siince the end 
of the war and the announcement of 
the policy of a national home for the 
Jews in ‘Palestine by the British Gov- 
ernment, considerable numbers of 
Jews have gone to Palestine to settle, 
but it is very doubtful if the country 
fs attractive enough to Induce he 
Jews to settle there in numbers large 
enough to allow them to hold their 
own against the Arabs without British 
support.

\ RED DEER'S LIBRARY 


SOME UNNOTICED BOOKS 


The Public Library of Red Deer is 
an exceedingly creditable one for a 
small city. The report of Mrs, Pam- 
ely, the Librarian, which was publish- 
ed a short time ago, showed the ex- 
tent to which the Library is taken ad- 
vantage of by the people of: Red 
Deer. As iis always the case with pub- 
lic libraries, fiction is much the most 
sought after class of book. ‘There are, 
however, other excellent books in the 
library beside fiction. Each month 
the ‘Library Board gets from the Times 
Book Club in London two first class 
recently published books, usually of 
biograph or history. These books for 
some reason or other are not much 
read. A very few citizens eagerly look 
for them, but the majority of our ‘peo- 
ple evidently think them too dry and 
solid for leisure reading. They are 
not really dny. They make firstrate 
reading. In the hape of drawing some- 
what wider attention to these books, 
thé “News” will:from time to time pub- 
Ush short reviews of some of them. 
This week 'we publish a notice of a 
book ‘which is not exactly new, having 
been published in 1922, but is weul 
worth reading, especially at a time 
when the people of Allberta have had 
their attention directed rather sharply 
to the condition of the provincial gaol 
at Lethbridge. 

THROUGH THE SHADOWS WITH 
oO. HENRY 


by Atl Jennings 
(Published by Duckworth & Co., of 
London), 

(Many have read with enjoyment the 
brilliant short stories of O. Henry, and 
perhaps have wondered where the 
author got his intimate knowledge of 
different phases of the seamy and 
shady side of life. Not so many know 
that he got at least part of dt and 
picked up the material for some of his 
stories while undergoing a long sen 
tence of imprisonment in an Ohio 
penitentiary. The book now under re- 
view is an account of its author’s 
life and experiences, particularly whfle 
he, too, was in the Ohio penitenltiary 
along with O. Henry. They did not 
meet there. They met for the first 
time under almost dramatic, certainly 
highly picturesque circumstances, in 
a Central American republic, and for 
a time their lots were thrown togeth- 
er. Then they parted, and Al Jen- 
nings did not again see his friend until 
one day when he stood in ‘his cell in 
the penitentiary, filled with horror 
and Moathing at its sordid misery, 4a 
convict came to the door of ‘the cell. 
He was employed ‘in the prison hospi- 
tal as a sort of clerk and amongst his 
duties was that of giving out pills and 
quinine to the prisoners. To the 
amazement of Jennings, he recognized 
in the convict ‘the soft, cultured, and 
quaintly humorous tones of O. Henry. 

They saw a great deal of one anoth- 
er while in the prison. It was a place 
of deadly horrors, which are desarib- 
ed with almost ‘too vivid reality in the 
pook. The story of Ira Maralatt, the 
“Prison Demon,” is ghastly to 4 
degree, while that of Dick Price, the 
safe-breaker, is one of the most poig- 
nantily pathetic things that can ever 
have been written. Price was an ex- 
pert at opening safes without violence. 
A certain safe in the city containing 
urgently wanted papers had been left 
locked by an absconding cashier. The 
warden of the penitentiary promised 
Price a pardon if he opened the safe. 
Price accepted the task. In order to 
do it, he, with his own hand, filed off 
half the nails of three of the fingers 
of one hand and filed them to {he 
quick. Having thus rendered his 
finger tips abnormally and extraordin- 
arily sensitive, in twelve seconds he 
opened the safe, and then the gover- 
nor of the State refused the promised 
pardon! 

It was not alll horrors in ‘the prison. 
Certain privileged convicts, amongst 
whom O. Henry and the author of 
this book ;»were numbered, contrived 
to have not only a measure of com- 
fort but of luxury. The story of the 
Recluses Club which they founded is 
amazingly interesting with ‘its elabor- 
ate, secretly-cooked dinners and its 
fussy old ex-banker convict, who re- 
sented bitterly any reference to the 
fact that he was a convict and pre 
ferred to pose as a leisurely club man. 

Quite a large proportion of the con- 
victs seem to have been aiming at 
authorship, each convinced that he 
was the much-wronged hero of a 
great and thrilling drama, but of them 
ali O. Henry stood out as the one who 
not only wrote but wrote brilliantly 
and successfully. How he kept his 
sense of humour and comovaratively 
kindly outlook on life under such 
conditions is not quite easy to judge. 

The bookis not alla story of prison 
life. There are other phases and epi- 
sodes in it, some dealing with the law- 
less cattle stealing, train robbing days 
in Okahoma and Texas. The author 
makes no pretence whatever of justi- 
fication for his deeds except perhaps 
the manner of his birth and upbring- 
ing which certainly gave him little 
chance of keeping to an honest life. 
He does not preach, but the book per- 
haps unconsciously is a vivid  illus- 
tration of the truth that the way of 
transgressors is hard and that money 
easily earned by dishonest means 
usually goes even quicker than {ft is 
got, leaving the man who had it with. 
out eventhe possession of an thonest 
name, 

So far as ‘the Titerary styile of the 
book dis concerned, it begins in a rath- 
er bare and crude manner, but as it 
foes on, the story seems to carry the 
author into a swift and effectively 


simple style, which makes it very 
easy reading. 
Apart altogether from the  associ- 


ation with O. Henry, the book is well 
worth reading for the story itself. It 
is full of adventure and incident from 
start to finish. The author certainly 
does) not leave the impression of being 
a highly desirable citizen, but there {s 
a lack of hypocrisy .or boasting about 
him which has its merits and carns 
for him a certain amount of sym- 
pathy in the hard road he thad to 
travel. Incidentally, it makes one 
more thankful than ever that one does 
not live under the “justice” of certain 
parts at any rate of the United States.

For the purpose of colonizing: lands 
which he owns in the Lethbridge Nor. 
thern irrigation tract, H. H. Meibach, 
of Lethbridge, is bringing in 20 families 
from Bessarabia. The new colony, it 
is planned, will raise from 300 to 500 
acres of sugar beets each year. 

Municipal Hail Insurance 

Approximately 57 per cent. of the 
hail insurance written in the province 
during the past six years was carried 
under the municipal plan, according to 
a statement made at the annual meet- 
ing of the municipal hail insurance 
board. 

Provincial Savings Certificates 

The ifirst quarter of 1925 has 
brought a total of $1,948,239 into the 
provincial treasury through the pur- 
chase of savings certificates. This is 
one of the largest total buyings for a 
similar perfod since the savings cer- 
tificate plan was instituted. To date, 
there are 4792 investors in these sav- 
ings certificates, of which 4373 are 
Alberta investors. From United Stat- 
es there are 92 investors in these ca. 
tificates while British Columbia has 
provided 106. 

Prominent Visitor Coming 

Alberta will have a prominent visit- 
or shortly in the person of the Duke 
de Nemours, descendant of Louis Phil- 
lippe of France and a nephew of the 
King of Belgium, who is to visit the 
farm of Lord Rodney at Fort Saskat- 
chewan, near Edmonton. 

Laying of steel on the new Kipp- 
Turin branch of the C.P.R. which tra- 
verses the Lethbridge Northern irri- 
gation tract, will commence the com- 
ing week. The branch will be ready 
for operation to handle the crop of

Success of Municipal Hospitais 

The excellent administration of the 
rural municipal hospitals of the pro- 
vince, of which there are now 15 in op- 
eration, is revealed by tthe annual re- 
port of the supervisor, A. K. Whiston. 
The average cost per patient day for 
all purposes in the hospitals: was 
$3.52, the lowest cost being in the 
Athabasca hospital at $2.42 per pa- 
tient day, and the highest being at 
Onoway, at $6.88, but which includes 
the maintenanie of a doctor. The aver- 
age cost per patient day in 1923 was 
$3.82. In the case of nine of the ‘hhos- 
pitals there has beer a reduction in 
the cost per patient day as compared 
with 1923. 

There were 70,564 hospital days in 
1924, and there were 7075 patients 
treated in the rural’ municipal hospi- 
tals. There were 1172 maternity cas- 
es, and 1422 babies born. A total of 
1441 minor operations and 824 major 
operations were performed in _ tthe 
hospitals. In the five years that the 
municipal hospital scheme has been dn 
operation there have been 24,237 pa- 
tients cared for, including 4184 mater- 
nity cases, 4504 minor operations and 
2294 major operations.
